Complete and copious instructions as to onlivadi: whether 
in Wardian cases, greenhouses, or in the open air: in com- 
piling these, I have obtained the invaluable assistance of several 
gentlemen who have devoted their elinost undivided attention 
to this interesting occupation, and have achieved such results 
as would perfectly astonish the professional cultivator. The 


composition of the soil, the admission of air, the supply of wa- 


ter, the entire disuse of charcoal, except for a single species, 
are points which require much nicety. The attention of those 
intrusted with the care of ferns in botanic and private gardens, 
is particularly invited to this portion of the work. 

In addition to careful figures of every real or supposed 
species, and the details which exhibit the characters on which 


species and genera are founded, I have given illustrations of 


those curious and highly interesting abnormal forms which pre- — 


serve their peculiarities under cultivation. — 

Notwithstanding these copious additions, the eslen will not 
be nearly so bulky as before, and the price will be reduced at 
least one half, so that it will be one of the cheapest as well 
as most profusely illustrated botanical works ever published in 
this country : my object being to extend, as widely as peren:: 
the taste for this beautiful tribe of plants.
